GeyeraL Remarxs.—The monsoon may now be considered to have set in, although the falls have 
been scanty in parts of Northern India. Madras the fall has been good and general, except in 
the South-Eastern Districte: in Bombay it has also been sufficient, In Sind some rain has fallen, 
the river is rising, and prospects have improved, Throughout the Central Provinces and Berar the 
rainfall bas been normal. In Assam it’continues abundant, In Bengal it bas generally been rulficient, 
except in Bebar and a few other districts: the crops arg doing well and the sowings for the winter 
rice ing. In the North-West Provinces the rains continue in the Benare: Province and 
Bundell band : they have set in in Agra: in Cawnpore, Meerut and Rohilkhand the falle have been 
light and partial. “In Oudh also the rain is not yet.general or sufficient, There has been rain through- 
out the Panjab, except in Sirga and Rohtak, and Prospects are good. In Central India the rain is 
general, and also in Rajputana, except in Bikaner and Alwar.
